Chancellors house with his 
gun before he shot, so that here is great encouragement for constables and 
watchmen to kill gentlemen.” Mentions Dr. Burnet’s opinions on the edu- 
cation of youth & his conversations with him on the choice of a tutor, also 
of Dr. Tillotson, the execution of Fitzharris and Plunket, the commitment

There is too a 
dedication to Leo X. by Filippo Donato, the son, in which he says, that 
owing to the troublous state of Italy, the work had been kept back, and this 
is evidently in a different and rather /ater hand-writing than the work itself. 
Filippo Donato mentions this dedication of his father’s present work to 
Leo X. in the Epistle to Clement VII. which he prefixed to his father’s 
‘‘ Apologeticum de principatu Romane Sedis,” printed at Rome in 1525. It 
is certain that many MSS. have strayed from the Vatican, and the purposed 
obliteration of the arms in this present instance corroborates the statement. 

Donato is praised by Tiraboschi as an eminent Greek scholar, and itis also 

evident from this work, which, to use his son’s words, is ‘‘ opus nimirum 
multarum vigiliarum, in quo greecorum impietas vel patrio testimonio tam 
docte, tam eleganter convincitur, ut pro latinorum causa desyderari nihil 
preeterea possit.”

Gode breperen and susteren it is for to weten & knowen pat pe begynnynge 
of pis breperhode of yrete devocion, every man paynge a pény for to fynde 
x1 taperes aboute pe sepulchre of Criste at Estre in pe Chirche of Seynt 
Botulphe wt oute Alderesgate in London. After pat prouze more gretter 
devocion & sterynge unto pe worshippe of God it was yturne in to a Frater- 
nite of pe Holy Trynyte nouzt wip stondinge pe fyndynge every zere pe 
mayntenynge of pe forsayde xi1t taperes of which brepberhode pes were pei. 
At pe begynnynge of pis fraternyte pe whyche was bygunne in pe zere of 
Kynge Edwarde pe predde one and fifty pes weren pe bygynneres pereof & 
maysteres & gouvernours for pe firste zere pat is to sayen, Philippus at Vyne, 
Agnes, uxor ejus, Johannes Bockynge.” Next follow the lists of bretheren, the 
headings written in red. The accts furnish very interesting particulars. They 
begin ‘‘These ben the ressetes and pe expences of pe Bretherhood,” &c. One 
of the entries is ‘‘ Costes of pe plee of pe Sarrysyn hed. ffyrst payed to Bur- 
goyne to be oure counceyle & to Wangford pe xxviii daye of Januarie pe 
xxuiti zer of Kyng Harry pe VIte by pe byddyng of my Master Cawode & 
of Thomas Smyth and of many opir of pe same bretherhed,” with many 
other particulars respecting the suit, expenses of repairs to houses in St. 
Botolph, the Barbycan, also to the Fawcon and Saracen’s Head, receipts and 
expenditure for obits, sepulchre lights, quarterage, under which head appear 
the names of a great number of famous people of the time, also “‘for costis 
on the Trynyte Sonday, for mete & drynk & stately clothes, mynstrelles, 
syngers,” &c. Other items are ‘‘ in expences of pleyes (plays) & potacions,”’ 
‘‘kepe pe pleyis at. Westmynster,” ‘‘ item in pleye verses William Holman 
prest to men of ladz and wrytyng of copes of pleyis xxxrimi* 1111r',” ‘“‘ a gret 
chest to ley the charter and vestements in,” etc. 

In 1468 a long list was drawn up of the goods belonging to the Fraternity, 
which includes description of the plate, missals, their records, books, cofters, 
linen, &c. ‘‘ item a boke made by William Kenyngthorpe, late Maister, for 
a speciall Registre to thentent that all manner chartres evidences accompts 
munyments and other wrytyngs touchying the Bretherhede shall be enrolled 

in the seid Registre boke in case so fall that if eny of the premisses hereafter 
be lost or withdrawnen that than it may appere evidently in wrytyng.... 
by matter of record for the more surete.” This is followed by a Rental acct. 
which mentions interesting old buildings, including ‘‘ the Ffaucon on the

&c.; speaks of Drypen’s last opera; of studying under BETTERTON, &¢.—
